The prior art of record does neither teach nor suggest a method of forming an image of a 
patient using optical coherence tomography, wherein the patient has been administered 
nanoparticles being plasmon-resonant nanoparticles having properties as specifically defined by 
the disclosure, nor do they teach the use of anisotropic nanoparticles having coefficients as 
specifically defined by the disclosure, comprising gold nanorods with magnetic tips, to improve 
image contrast.
